PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 18..—New York 
criminal lawyers who are taking note of the 
trial of the men for the murder of Jennie 
Losschieter believe that they will be con- 
victed. The absence of premeditation of 
murder may save them from the death pen- 
alty. The law which makes it murder in 
the first degree where murder is done while 
committing a felony igs a just one, but 
it was enacted to meet the cases of crim- 
inals who murdered to protect themselves 
when caught at some other crime. The act 
of these men was terrible, but there is no 
question now in the public mind, or proba- 
bly in the minds of the jury, that they nev- 
er intended murder. What weight that wiil 
have with the jury, of course, is only con- 
jecture at this time. 

From the evidence it would seem that it 


had been well established that death was 
caused by chloral. The prosecution has 
tried to prove .that one of the prisoners 
administered the fatal drug. It is for the 
jury to decide whether or not this has been 
proven. 


Prisoners’ Faces 
Are Blanched. 


On the first day the three young men, 
Waller A. McAllister, Andrew J. Campbell 


and William A. Death, were ruddy, corfi- 
dent, reserved and determined to meet 
whatever came with heads up, To-day 
they were paliid, drawn, terror-struck. 

McAllister, the accused captain in the 
crime, is still the stanchest of them. But 
his lips are set, his face is drawn and his 
eyes are steady only with desperation. 

Death, the ruddy, strong-featured mem- 
ber of the evil four, today turned a face to 
ihe jury that is the face of a man on the 
rack. Through the dull red of his healthy 
skin the white of terror shows in strange 
patches. He is fighting hard to keep up the 
front of cynicism that is the pride of such 
as he. But the white and red of his tace 
come and «go. his nostrils flutter, his 
throat works. 

Campbell, joo, had his hour of soul blast- 
ing stress. He is a boy with the face of 
a pretty girl. A smiling, gentle face with- 
out strength of character normally, but to- 
day his nostrils were flattened, his white 
lips were drawn back from his teeth until 
the gums showed and his skin was gray. 

it was the face of a mummy—the men 
who die on the western deserts and whose 
bodies are dried by the burning sun turn 
up such faces from the alkali to those who 
fined them 

There was never a sermon preached that 
drove in a moral lesson like the suffering 
of these three men confronted with 
reality of what they had done, exposed to 
the world and to each other in all the 
hideous nakedness of undreamed villainy. 
It was as if a lightning flash had shown 
them to themselves in the light that other 
people have regarded them since the death 
of the poor mill girl set them apart from 
their kind. 

Like other criminals, these men were full 
of pride in their qualities. They were the 
men about town. Their superior know!l- 
edge of the world—their world—gave them 
a sense of superiority toWard men and 
women who were clean in mind. All this 
was changed yesterday. Their ruffian pride 
was gone. Self-pity took Its place, and 
only the habit of their class kept them 
from tears and cries for mercy. 

There is no such drama as that of a 
murder trial; not once In a thousand times 
is there a situation so replete with tragedy, 
eo full of misery. even in these plays where 
the actors are themselves and the last act 
is the end of a life. 

Defense Has 
Little Ground. 

In most cases the credibility of witnesses 
can be attacked, and an earnest lawyer for 
the defense can try to make a jury believe 
that the men who swore against his cijent 
lied. or else he can urge that circumstantial! 
evidence must be received with caution, 
and however eens the chain of happen- 
ings he can make his point and illustrate 
it by court history that the exceedingly 
natural interpretation. of the series may 
work the undoing of the innocent. 

But in this trial the egg pe | of eve wit- 
nesses and the evidence of circum#tances 
make two separate cases, either of which ts 
strong enough to send the prisoners to fh 
gallows. It has been shown that Cam 
bell was with the girl on the street.

THE OTHER CANDIDATES QUIT 
GOV. TANNER’S REASONS FOR 
WITHDRAWAL. 


Senator Cullom Addressed the Caucus 
Complimenting His Opponents and 
Thanking the General TS 
Assembly. 


SPRINGFIELD, lUl., Jan. 18.—Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom was renominated by ac- 
cClamation last night by the Republican cau 
cus for his fourth term in the United States 
Senate. 

The break in the opposition began shortly 
before noon yesterday, when former Gov. 
John R. Tanner announced his withdrawa! 
from the race. This was speedily followed 
by the retirement of Congressmen Cannon, 
Hitt and Prince, and all hastened to assure 
Senator Cullom that he would have no op- 
position in the caucus. 

The senatorial caucus met at 8 o'clock in 

Represenative hall. The Republican sena- 
tors and representatives occupied seats on 
the floor of the House and the galleries 
were filled with congressmen, members of 
the state committee and their friends, be- 
sides friends of legislators, 
By the clock in Representative hall it 
as 8:10 when Representative Rankin called 
the caucus to order. Col. Rankin was the 
choice of the joint committee for chairman 
and Senator Putnam of Peorla County of- 
ficilated as secretary. 

Secretary Putnam announced that there 
was a quorum present. Senator Campbell 
moved that the temporary organization, 
with the addition of Representative Wheel- 
er of Sangamon as assistant secretary, be 
made permanent. The motion was seconded 
by Senator Hall and carried. 

On motion of Representative Trautmann 
of St. Clair County the caucus proceeded 
to nominate a candidate for United States 
senator by acclamation. 

Representative Thomas Rinaker of Ma- 
coupin County, the first gounty to instruct 
for Cullom, placed the name of Senator 
Culloe: berate ve seconded the nomina- 
tion and moved it be made unanimous.

The 20.students are from all parts of Mis- 
souri.. Louis Hageman, one of those who 
was expelled, is a St. Louisan. The chief 
eause of contention is the college boarding 
house, which occupies a commanding posi- 
tion in the campus, and is operated by Rev. 
George H. Ackley. 

The male and female students occupy 
this buliding and there are a number of 
boarders who are not students. Of this lat- 
ter class a majority are employes of the 
St. Charles Car Co. Ever since Prof. Ray 
took charge of the college last August he 
has looked askance at the Ackley boarding 
house, though he himself sought the shel- 
ter of its roof. 

In Christmas week there was a dance un- 
der the auspices of the non-student board- 
ers. Prof. hay was outspoken in his pro- 
test, and it was noted that none of his pu- 
pils took part in the festivities. Boarders 
sav that since that time Prof. Ray has 
used his influence to curtail their privileges. 


Believes They 
Played Cards. 

Whether or not there was a card game at 
the boarding house last Friday night is an 
open question. Prof. Ray believes there 
was. It is stated by the boarders that he 
made the charge that several of his pupils 
were in the room of one of the non-student 
boarders and that they indulged in un- 
seemly dalliance with the counterfeit pre- 
sentments of royal personages on paste- 
board. He believed also that he recognized 


the voices of several of his pupils. 

The students and boarders say Prof. Ray 
went on a still hunt for the supposed of- 
fenders Saturday night 

He proceeded cautiously, followed by a 
female member of the household, who vol- 
unteered to act as rear guard. 

A number of the male students who had 
an inkling of the professor's purpose had 
assembl on the campus in front of the 

oarding house. Others were busy inside, 
as the sequel showed. 

All went well until the professor reached 
the second flight of statrs leading to the 
bovs’ dormitory on the third floor. Here he 
encountered something not generally used 
as a covering for staircases, In the semi- 
darkness he was not quite sure whether it 
was fiy paper or liquid glue. At the same 
instant there was 4 noise behind him and 
he turned just in time to see a heavy book 
fall on the devoted head of his female com- 
panion. 

Without waiting to make a ca¥eful an- 
alysis of the sticky compound on his hands 
Prof. Ray bounded up the steps.

Orville Ackley, brother of Hugh, made a 
voluntary statement to the president. 

“T had as much to do with this as these 
other boys,”’ he said, “and if you expel 
them you will have to expel me.”’ 

“You have made a manly confession, and 
I will not expel you,” repiled Prof. Ray. 

“Then I will not attend classes,"’ said 
young Ackley. He told the other students 
what had happened and the floodgates of 
indignation were opened. 

“We'll stand by you,”’ said the boys.
